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Lord and Lady Talbot de Malahide, who 
arrived in America on Saturday last and 
are now staying with Sir Arthur and Lady 
Elliott at their country place at Milton Point, 
near Rye, N. T., on their way around the 
world, are frequent visitors to this country.

_ Although the peerage of Lord Talbot de 
Malahide is relatively modern, having been 
created in favor of the wife of Richard Tal- 
bot of Malahide castle by William IV., yet 
the Talbots of Malnnhide are the venior 
branch of the historic house of Talbot, senior, 
indeed, to that branch of which the Earl of 
Shrewsbury and Talbot, the premier ear! of 
England and the hereditary lord high stew- 
ard of Ireland, ie the chief. As such Lord 
Shrewsbury and his son, Lord Ingestre, are 
in the line of succession to the Malahide 
castle and estates, ae well as to the dignity 
of “lord high admiral of Malahide and of 
the seas ad joining conferred by Edward 
IV., in a patent bearing his signature, which 
ig still preserved at this castle. 

The present Lord Talbot of Malahide is a 
poet of no mean order, has published several 
volumes of verses, saw some service as an 
officer of the Ninth Lancers, and hae been 
twice married, his present wife having been 
the widow of the late John Gurney of Sprow- 
ton hell, Norwich.

The castle of Malahide is the most ancient 
inhabited stronghold in Irgland, only portions 
of the Castle having modernised, It 
has been in the possession of the famity of 
Lord Talbot without interruption since 1174, 
‘when it was anted to Richard Talbot ‘by 


the days of Sag on eg 
castle, which, situated some 


the coronation of the Blessed Virgin, whic::, 
according to old Irish legends, miraculously 
disappeared when the castie was seized by 
the regicide. Miles Corbett, reappearing in 
an equally miraculous manner after the un- 
holy tenant had fled, 

It is in the oak room that fs kept the suit 
of mail, the breastplate, pierced by a lance 
thrust, which was worn on his wedding day 
by young Lord Galtrim. the bridegroom of 
Maud Talbot of Malahide, who in the fit- 
teenth century became a widow on her wed- 
ding day. Her tragic story has been immior- 
talized by the poet Gerald Griffin, in the 
werses of Which. describing how the bride, 
jeartiing of the defeat of the enemy, goes 
forth from the castle to welcome the bri¢e- 
groom, meets the procession which was bear- 


ing him home dead on his shield of battle, and

A wife ané a widow, a maid and a bride.” 


Lady Maud's tomb remains to this day one 


of the features of the ancient chapel and 


burying ground of the castle, sentineled by 
two giant medieval sycamores. 

The huge castle is full of treasures, some 
of them on show and others still hidden away 
in unexplored vaults, garrets, and lumber 
rooms, like the superb painting of Frans 
Hals, which, discovered a few years ago by 
mere chance in some remote attic, was sub- 
sequently sold by Lord Talbot of Malahide 
for the sum of $125,000 to the National Gal- 
lery of Engiand.

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“ Of course such a harbor must be bullt on 
the lake. The Chicago river and its branches 
are too devious and too narrow, the current 
in the main and in the south branch too 
swift, the towage charges too high, the 
bridges too numerous and their frequent 
opening too much of a nuisance for even con- 
tinuing to handle the traffic they are now 
burdened with. These rivers will be fully 
occupied with handling the boats carrying 
raw materials, coal and lumber to factories, 
coal yards, and lumber yards which will (and 
should) remain upon their banks. In addi- 
tion they will have a large lighterage business 
to take care of; a lighterage business from 
the pier sheds in the outer harbor to factories, 
wom es and freight sheds along the 
river.

POLISH PIONEER MERCHANT 
DIES IN CHICAGO AT AGE OF 72. 


Prot. James was born in New York City, 
Jan, 11, 1842, the son of Henry James, a 
Bwedenborg theologian and author. The 
son's early education was obtained ip New 
York and in Europe, and in 1861 he entered 
the Lawrence scientific school at Harvard, 
aid in 1868 the Harvard medical school, He 
accompanied the Thayer expedition to Brazil 
in 1866. and on his return resumed the 
| study of medicine, doing part of his work in 

Germany and finally graduatiig at Harvard 
in 1860, He became connected with the Har- 
vard medical school as an instructor in 1872, 
four years later taking & post as assistant 
profeseer of physiology. This work led him 
into the study ot physiological psychology 
and more and more inte the study of mental 
sciences. 

Im 1884 he assisted in founding the Amer- 
idan Society for Psycbital Research. A year 
later he was appointed assistant professor of 

llosophy at Harvard, and in 1869 he became 
professor of psychology. 


Fame Becomes Worldwide. 


During the following year appeared his 
first important work, The Principles of 
Psychology.” which was destined to make 
bis name known throughout the world of 
students and which embodied a modernized 
view of the psychology oLfeelings and emo- 
tions. 

It was seven years later that he was trans- 
ferred to a distinct chair of philosophy at 
Harvard, which he held until two years ago, 
when he retired under the Carnegie pension 
system, though still dwelling at Cambridge 
and still having lecture work in the univer- 
sity. In his later years he became best 
known as the founder of the “ pragmatic” 
schoo! of philosophy, and in general be grew 
to be looked upon as the | g philosophi- 
cal thinker in America and one of the fore- 
most in the world. He was a man of catho- 
licit 1 * ee in his chosen field and re- 
| cently been especially concerned in ex- 

peso 8 “ spirit ’ massages and ahnilar 
phenomena end ia the whole field of peychic 
research. 

His Characteristics Summarized. 

A few months ago a magasine writer thus 
@gummarised his charac 

“He has undounded faith in ‘mankind as 
well as in individual men, and yet he is rarely 
if ever deceived. It ig not blind trust but 
extreme acutenese of perception that fills 
him with limitless sympathy and turns him 
into what one of his friends described as a 

of spiritual alms.’ 

Persons in trouble, many of whom have 
been led by the study of his works to regard 
him as a sort of physician for the soul, are 
ever knocking at his door, and few are those 
that go away unhelped, while none is turned 
aside unheeded. If there be anything of 
worth in them his gentle words, 80 totally 
free from all intellectual snobbishness, are 
there to reveal it.“ 

Prof. James’ literary characteristics were 
clearness and avoidance of all dogmatism. 
Hig personal following among the students 
of Harvard was extraordinary. He and his 
famous brother were often contrasted. Some 
one once said: William James writes sci- 
ence like romance; Henry James writes ro- 
mance like science.” 

Prof. James was married in 1876 to Alice 
Gibbens of Boston. The widow and son and 
one daughter aré living.

The. chief of Croatia are wheat, rye, 
Darley, oats, potatoes, and corn, about one- 
fourth ef the total 2 540 vated area being de- 
voted corn. The cultivation of tobacco is 
behind’ hand. Croatia imports from $3,000,000 
to $6,000,000. worth of tobacco each year. 

In spite of ravages by Venetians and Turks 
forests still cover over 36 per cent of the 
cultivable area. The value of these fprests is 
reckoned at $160,000,000. Only redemtly has 
the government realized the value of forests 
and the tendency now is to increase rather 
than diminish their area. But there still are 
rioh forests in the eastern part which must 
be preserved from floods; vast stretches of 
the Karst, practically unat for cultivation, ra- 
main to be reforested, 


Cattle. Raising Declines. 


Cattle ‘raising once was the traditional in- 
dustry of Croatia, “their pride and theilt

century cattle breeding had been greatly re- 
duced. Effort is being made to increase the 

Due broken land between the Karst 
table land and the Slavonian plain is particu- 
larly adapted for live stock. But the pastures 
‘Rave deen neglected. Cattle rearing still re- 
mains the most profitable branch of Croatian 
Agriculture. In a single year the export of 
animals amounted to over $12,000,000. 

The sheep industry, once considerable. has 
declined, owing to the Inclosure of pastures, 
the competition of Australian wool, and the 
duty of 1896, which affected trade with 
France. Regulations to preserve forests have 
caused a diminution in goat herding. Nature 


has done much for Croatia. Modern methods 


of agriculture and efficient machinery to put 
the peasantry in profitable contact with the 
land would put an effectual stop to emigra- 


Until recently Croatia was a land of home 
industries. Shipbuilding thrived on the coast, 
but was riiined by foreign competition. Its 
chief products today are clothing, food, bulld- 
ing, wine, and wood. There are also many 

lis and breweries. 

Nature meant Croatia to be a land of com- 
mere She is the link between the east and 
the west and northwest of Burope. One hun- 
dred years after Ottoman pressure had been 

removed commerce came to life again. Even 
then Croatian intelligence and initiative had 
deen stified: so long and the country itself had 
deen reduced to such a wilderness that it was 
not until the French régime that roads fit for 
trale were opened up. 

Amont the problems which confront Croatia 
is the regulation of laws of inheritance. 
Lack of such laws has been one of the most 
fertile causes of emigration.
